REPORT  OF  THE  MANAGERS. 


IN  presenting  their  fifty-seventh  and  fifty-eighth  reports, 
which  cover  the  period  from  January  1,  1905,  to 
October  1,  1906,  the  managers  wish  to  express  their 
obligation  to  the  friends  who  with  unquestioning  liberality, 
have  made  it  possible  for  the  Society  to  carry  out  the  original 
plan  of  the  organizers,  the  care  of  orphaned  and  neglected 
children.  The  managers  realize  that  the  money  has  not  been 
idly  given  and  they  value  the  confidence  which  is  still  shown 
by  continued  bequests. 

In  the  death  of  Hon.  Stephen  Salisbury,  the  Society  has 
lost  a  sincere  and  generous  friend.  His  interest  in  it  was 
quietly  shown,  as  it  was  in  other  charitable  institutions,  but 
it  was  genuine  and  unfailing.  From  the  earliest  times  the 
Salisbury  name  has  been  among  those  of  our  benefactors, 
Madam  Salisbury  heading  the  list  with  a  bequest  of  one 
thousand  dollars.  As  the  number  grows  less  of  those  who 
have  given  us  their  able  support,  we  ask  the  younger  genera¬ 
tion  to  fill  their  places.  Parents  whose  children  have  never 
known  what  it  is  not  to  be  warmly  clad  or  properly  fed, 
philanthropists  who  are  eager  to  improve  the  condition  of 
destitute  children  by  removing  them  from  an  unhealthy 
atmosphere  to  one  both  morally  and  physically  wholesome; 
to  you  we  look  for  substantial  aid  to  carry  on  our  work. 

Often  the  inspiration  which  comes  from  small  gifts,  like 
a  delicate  chain  extends  through  helpers  to  those  who  are 
helped  until  it  is  doubtful  which  has  been  the  more  benefited. 
In  this  connection  let  me  speak  of  a  touching  incident:  A 
young  girl  of  humble  parents  when  dying  asked  her  mother 
to  take  the  money  which  she  had  put  into  the  savings  bank 
and  send  it  to  the  Children’s  Friend  Societv  of  Worcester. 
The  sum  was  thirteen  dollars.  It  would  seem  as  if  a  gift 
like  this  must  be  hallowed  and  like  the  loaves  and  fishes 
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inexhaustible.  Memorial  Hospital  is  still  our  tower  of 
strength.  Seven  children  have  been  cared  for  there  since 
the  last  report.  The  District  nurse  has  attended  one  case. 


Dr.  Mary  Sherman  of  Brookfield,  Dr.  Wilbur  H.  Bliss  of 
Shrewsbury,  Dr.  Edwin  L.  Chase  of  Shrewsbury,  Dr.  Arthur 
C.  Jelly  of  Boston,  Dr.  Mary  E.  Barrell,  and  Dr.  Charles 
B.  Stevens  of  our  own  city  as  well  as  physicians  in  various 
towns  where  the  children  are  placed,  have  our  grateful 
thanks  for  repeated  service.  The  Employment  Society  has 
done  an  unusual  amount  of  work.  The  following  churches 
have  also  sewed  for  us;  Unity,  South  Unitarian,  Hope  and 
Pilgrim,  and  Adams  Square  Social  Union. 

Those  who  have  helped  clothe  the  children  are  Piedmont 
Church,  two  girls;  Lend-a-Hand  Club,  First  Unitarian  Church, 
two  children;  Adams  Square  Social  Union,  two  children;  The 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Congregational  Church  in  Shrews¬ 
bury,  one  girl;  Enterprise  Ten,  South  Unitarian,  one  girl:  Young 
Ladies’  League,  Plymouth  Church,  one  child;  Mrs.  William 
Norcross,  one  girl;  Miss  Kelly’s  Sunday  School  class  of  Pilgrim 
Church,  one  girl.  This  class  composed  of  fifteen  girls  has 
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been  most  enthusiastic,  giving  money  to  buy  outside  gar¬ 
ments  which  they  could  not  make;  and  through  them  the 
mothers  have  become  interested  in  the  work  of  the  Society. 
Ladies’  Social  Circle  First  Universalist  Church,  two  children; 
Class  Eight  Old  South  Church  Sunday  School  have  had  a  food 
sale  and  the  Young  Ladies’  League  a  fair  for  our  benefit;  the 
Christian  Endeavor  Society  of  Paxton,  entertainments  for  the 
past  two  years;  and  the  Girls’  Industrial  Club  two  entertain¬ 
ments. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  Worcester  Consolidated  Street  Rail¬ 
way  Company  for  favors  received.  Our  thanks  are  also  due  to 
the  Worcester  Evening  Gazette,  the  Worcester  Daily  Telegram, 
and  the  Worcester  Evening  Post,  for  courteous  attention  to 
our  notices  and  the  contribution  of  their  papers. 

Some  of  our  country  homes  approved  by  our  General 
Secretary,  have  been  used  by  the  City  Missionary  for  summer 


vacation  work.  We  have  received  a  bequest  from  Mr.  Rufus 
G.  Alverson,  Oxford,  who  became  interested  in  our  Society 
through  some  children  who  were  placed  in  homes  in  that  town. 
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They  must  have  been  well  cared  for,  or  he  would  not  have 
felt  so  kindly  towards  the  Society. 

The  time  of  the  annual  meeting  has  been  changed  from 
January  to  October  as  at  that  time  the  charitable  societies 
as  well  as  the  churches  begin  their  work. 

Again  we  ask  our  friends  to  take  a  personal  interest  in  our 
“placing-out”  system,  and  we  are  sure  that  from  a  closer 
knowledge  will  spring  a  desire  to  aid  us  materially  in  extend¬ 
ing  this  work.

REPORT  OF  GENERAL  SECRETARY. 


BUREAU  OF  INFORMATION  AND  COUNSEL. 

During  the  year  ending  January  1,  1906  our  advice  or 
aid  was  asked  86  times,  which  represents  120  children,  rang¬ 
ing  in  ages  from  one  week  to  eighteen  years.  From  January 
1,  1906  to  October  1,  1906  our  counsel  has  been  sought  110 
times,  which  represents  165  children,  a  marked  increase  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  nine  months,  over  the  preceding  year.  Each 
time  we  have  listened  sympathetically,  carefully  considering 
the  best  way  to  help  them.  A  thorough  investigation  has 
been  made  of  the  present  situation,  the  income  of  the  family, 
their  expenses,  possible  employments  and  also  of  the  relatives 
who  might  aid.  Every  effort  possible  has  been  made  to  keep 
the  children  in  their  own  homes,  or  with  relatives  when  it 
was  advisable,  or  placed  with  some  society  doing  a  more  special¬ 
ized  work.  At  least  three-fourths  of  all  the  children,  whom 
we  are  asked  to  aid,  never  come  into  our  Placing-out  Depart¬ 
ment,  which  part  of  our  work  is  better  known. 

A  case  of  abuse  reported  to  us  proved  to  be  more  one  of 
ignorance,  it  required  much  supervision  of  the  child  in  its 
own  home  to  remedy  the  evil.  The  paternal  influence  may 
be  lax  and  it  becomes  our  work  to  strengthen  this,  that  the 
child  may  be  guided  rightly,  and  yet  remain  at  home.  Many 
difficulties  can  be  met  by  the  Day  Nursery,  the  Society  of 
Mothers  and  Infants,  and  the  State.  A  girl  whose  foot  was 
injured  and  who  was  fast  becoming  a  cripple  came  to  our  notice. 
She  was  placed  in  Memorial  Hospital,  and  upon  her  discharge, 
she  returned  to  her  own  home.  By  careful  supervision  on 
our  part  and  frequent  visits  to  our  physician,  going  twice  a 
week  for  many  months,  she  is  now  on  the  highway  to  recovery. 

Relatives  even  at  a  distance  are  often  willing  to  share 
their  home  with  our  unfortunate  friend  in  which  case  special 
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rail-road  rates  are  obtained.  An  earnest  effort  has  been 
made  to  keep  the  young  mother  and  her  child  together; 

in  a  number  of  cases  grati¬ 
fying  results  have  been 
obtained.  Possibly  it  is 
only  our  advice  that  is 
needed,  gained  from  our 
experience.  We  feel  that 
no  case  can  be  too  thor¬ 
oughly  investigated  in  order 
that  we  may  go  to  the  root 
of  the  cause  of  the  distress 
and  be  persistent  in  our 
effort  to  remove  this  cause, 
otherwise  much  of  our  work 
would  only  be  to  relieve  for 
the  time  being  and  not  to 
effect  a  permanent  cure  of 
the  situation.  Each  occa¬ 
sion  brings  forth  new  plans 
and  resources.  It  is  this  side  of  our  work  that  we  wish  to 
emphasize  and  which  we  call  our  Bureau  of  Information  and 
Counsel.

We  are  often  asked  how  we  obtain  the  homes  in  the 
country.  Application  is  made  to  us  and  a  word  picture  is

recorded  of  the  members  of  the  family,  the  size  of  the  house, 
distance  from  school,  material  condition  etc.  Each  appli¬ 
cant  is  asked  to  give  at  least  three  references,  to  whom  a 
circular  letter,  asking  in  confidence  concerning  the  family 
and  whether  the  child  would  find  a  thoroughly  happy  home, 
kind  and  intelligent  care  and  moral  training.  In  addition 
to  this  at  least  three  similar  letters  of  inquiry  are  sent  to 
people,  whose  names  have  not  been  given  as  references. 
Finally  a  visit  is  made  and  if  all  is  well,  the  home  is  approved 
and  placed  on  file.  These  homes  are  investigated  at  our 
leisure  and  not  under  the  pressure  of  the  moment  when  a 
home  is  needed.  When  a  child  is  to  be  placed  a  careful  selec¬ 
tion  is  made  from  these  approved  homes  with  reference  to 
the  needs  of  the  child  and  nearness  to  relatives.  We  go  with 
the  child  to  his  new  home,  making  him  feel  our  interest  in 
him.  Then  begins  our  frequent  visits  not  only  to  the  home, 
but  the  farm  yard  and  the  school,  often  remaining  to  a  meal 
or  over  night.  Gaining  in  every  possible  way,  the  love  and 
confidence  of  the  child  as  well  as  the  family.  Often  a  child 
has  to  be  adjusted  to  its  new  surroundings,  which  requires 
many  visits,  but  with  far  better  results  for  the  child  than  to 
change  him  from  home  to  home.  Brothers  and  sisters  are 
kept  together  and  only  one  family  of  children  in  a  home. 

Each  child  has  been  remembered  at  Christmas,  St.  Val¬ 
entine’s,  their  birthday,  and  an  outing  once  a  year.  Flower 
seeds  have  been  sent  to  the  girls  and  vegetable  seeds  to  the 
boys,  and  many  have  not  only  sold  their  products,  but  have 
gained  prizes  at  the  county  fairs,  thus  adding  to  their  bank 
account  which  they  are  encouraged  to  have.  A  correspond¬ 
ence  is  established  and  much  enjoyed  with  the  older  children. 
An  effort  is  made  to  keep  them  in  school  as  long  as  possible 
and  advisable.  At  present  five  are  working  their  way  through 
High  Schools.  As  we  visit,  we  hear  of  birthday  parties, 
unique  Christmas  and  Thanksgiving  festivities  often  given 
just  to  interest  our  children.  The  effect  of  this  real  home 
life  is  soon  seen  in  the  happy  rosy  cheeked  children.  One  of 
our  foster  mothers  writes  to  us.  “It  is  just  a  year  to-morrow, 
since  you  brought  me  the  dear  little  boy.  It  has  been  a  year 
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of  toil,  and  some  self  denials  in  the  way  of  staying  at  home 
most  of  the  time,  but  never- the-less  a  year  of  happiness.” 

Much  attention  has  been  given  to  the  physical  defects. 
Through  the  kindness  of  twenty-eight  dentists,  the  teeth  have 


been  carefully  attended  to;  adenoids  have  been  removed;  eye, 
ear  and  nose  difficulties  have  been  treated.  Many  specialists 
have  aided  us  in  this  work.  During  the  past  year  over  two 
hundred  visits  have  been  made  to  physicians,  and  over  one 
hundred  to  dentists.  We  feel  that  the  effect  upon  the  child 
is  better  if  he  is  dressed  as  well  as  his  playmates;  we  have 
been  greatly  aided  in  this  by  the  generous  donations  of  good 
clothing. 

The  parents  and  relatives  assume  as  much  of  the  payment 
of  the  board  as  possible,  often  a  number  of  relatives  contributing 
toward  the  child’s  support.  During  the  past  year  about 
half  of  the  board  has  been  paid  in  this  way,  which  shows  how 
nobly  they  have  met  their  obligation;  this  means  much  self 
denial  and  patient  work  on  their  part.  We  seek  to  have 
many  return  to  their  homes  as  soon  as  possible,  but  our  over- 
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sight  remains  to  a  more  or  less  extent  as  the  case  demands; 
often  it  is  necessary  to  aid  again,  in  fact  many  times,  but  we 
always  try  never  to  shirk  our  responsibility  of  the  case  hav¬ 
ing  once  undertaken  it. 

Careful  and  complete  records  are  kept  of  each  child. 
An  attempt  at  least  is  made  to  keep  these  records  even  after 
they  pass  out  of  our  care.  At  present  we  are  caring  for  twice 
as  many  children  as  could  be  accommodated  in  the  Home,  and 
we  are  glad  to  say,  that  we  have  been  able  to  do,  during  the 
past  year,  all  the  work  the  children  of  the  city  have  asked  of 
us.  With  the  strictest  economy  it  is  necessary  to  raise  $3,000 
each  year,  which  is  a  heavy  task  for  us.  Will  you  not  feel 
it  is  also  your  work  we  are  doing,  and  come  generously  to  our 
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support,  that  we  may  care  for  the  little  ones  of  the  city,  and 
be  in  truth  what  our  name  implies,  The  Worcester  Children’s 
Friend  Society.
